Pressure for concerts on the Hali¬ 
fax Common and competition 
with Moncton prompted cash 
advances to a concert promoter, 
according to HRM’s auditor gen¬ 
eral. 

But Larry Munroe wouldn’t 
name names at a press conference 
yesterday, other than former act¬ 
ing chief administrative officer 
Wayne Anstey. 

But his report states Anstey and 
Mayor Peter Kelly were “directly 
involved to varying degrees.” 
Munroe told reporters there was a 
general desire across several organ¬ 
izations to put on the concerts. 

Safeguards and proper proce¬ 
dures were “ignored or overrid¬ 
den,” according to the report. 

The 96-page document delves 
into the history of five HRM cash 
advances to Power Promotional 
Events going back to 2008. 

Munroe said some people act¬ 
ed outside their normal roles and 
responsibilities. The “groupthink” 
at the time was concerts were in 
the best interest of HRM residents. 

“I think people moved towards 
trying to ensure there were con¬ 
certs on the North Common,” said 
Munroe. 

The report suggests there were

a number of red flags raised early 
to prove cash advances were risky 
and there should have been ques¬ 
tions asked. 

“By doing so, HRM effectively 
transitioned from a supplier of a 
venue to the financial backer of 
concerts, risking taxpayers’ mon¬ 
ey,” the report says. 

There are 52 recommendations 
including mandatory ethics train¬ 
ing for all staff and, as leaders, it 
is suggested council should go first. 
It was also recommended that 
HRM no longer give cash advances, 
and look into clarifying “legislat¬ 
ed or authorized roles.” 

Also, the Metro Centre fund, 
which was used for the concert 
cash advances, should be used for 
Metro Centre events only unless 
authorized by council.

Time to 
review 
report 
debated 

Some councillors 
demanded immediate an¬ 
swers to their questions 
on the auditor general’s 
report, but several others 
wanted more time to 
digest it. 

Councillors saw the re¬ 


port for the first time 
when it landed on their 
desks during a regular 
council meeting 
yesterday. 

For over an hour, coun¬ 
cillors debated a motion 
to send the report to the 
audit and finance commit¬ 
tee and the chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Richard 
Butts. 

“To send it directly to 
the CAO absolves council 
of all responsibility. You 
might as well kiss this 
council goodbye,” argued 
Coun. Sue Uteclc. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts 


agreed and said there are 
questions that need to be 
asked. 

But Coun. Dawn Sloane 
and several of her 
colleagues said a few 
hours isn’t enough to 
thoroughly examine the 
document. 

“It’s not fair to jump in 
and ask questions right 
away,” Sloane said. 

To do anything other 
than delay debate is just 
“making political hay,” 
said Coun. Steve Streatch.

Lessons were learned and 
questions should have 
been asked, but Mayor Pe¬ 
ter Kelly said again yester¬ 
day he’s not stepping 
down. 

“Clearly the processes 
were not clear and they 
need to be made clear,” he 
told reporters after the 
auditor general’s report 
into concert cash ad¬ 
vances was released. 

There was a competi¬ 
tion for concerts in the 
Maritimes and it “proba¬ 
bly” played a role, he said. 

“But we have to make 
sure whatever we do is in 
the realm of policy and 
procedures.” 

Kelly’s involvement, 
which has always been 
vague, is detailed in the 
96-page report. He was 
instrumental in helping 
getting concerts to the 
city. 

But the report says only 
four of the six contracts 
he signed were properly 
vetted by the legal depart¬ 
ment. 

It also states Kelly “had 
access to information and 
the opportunity to raise 
concerns through a vari¬ 
ety of policies and busi¬ 
ness practices.” 

Kelly and former acting 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer Wayne Anstey, a for¬ 
mer lawyer, should have 
known better, the report 
says.

asked more questions to 
determine if what they 
were contemplating 
and/or doing was appro¬ 
priate, especially given 
the method of arranging 
for payments,” reads the 
report. 

Coun. Sue Uteclc went 
on the attack and said 
HRM should never have 
gotten into the concert 
business. 

“When you read the re¬ 
port extensively it was a 
pattern.... It was like the 
mafia with a meeting in a 
restaurant to advance 
funds,” she said. “How did 
this happen?” 

She said she wants fur¬ 
ther information before 
deciding if the case 
should be handed over to 
the RCMP. 

Kelly told reporters 
“there is no criminal ele¬ 
ment here.”

Twisted Sisters, the devel¬ 
opment that brought such 
controversy to city hall five 
years ago, is back.

Then the economy 
tanked, said Jennifer 
Tsang, a planning consult¬ 
ant with United Gulf. 

“We feel it’s a signifi¬ 
cant development agree¬ 
ment and without the 
benefit of a staff report or 
some review of all the im¬ 
plications, it would be pre¬ 
mature to discharge it at 
this time,” she told council 
yesterday. 

Tsang said the company 
is working on a revised de¬ 
sign and council should 
have it within weeks.

The Crown says life in 
prison with no chance of 
parole for 15 years is the 
right sentence for Kyle Bri¬ 
an Gowen.

from a sharp drop-off in Lib¬ 
eral support, according to 
polling numbers released 
yesterday by Corporate Re¬ 
search Associates (CRA). 

Support for the NDP rose 
from 34 to 42 per cent of 
decided voters, while the 
PCs jumped from 26 to 31 
per cent — the first time 
the Tories have broken the 
30 per cent mark in a year. 

After pulling ahead of 
the NDP in the last CRA 
poll, the Liberals dropped 
from 35 to 22 per cent. 

Just over 40 per cent of 
respondents answered they 
were undecided, didn’t 
know or refused to answer. 


“It will be much 
more interesting 
to see if (the drop 
in Liberal support) 
is a trend or a 
blip,”

“I think the big influence 
is probably the federal elec¬ 
tion, where we’ve actually 
seen support for the Liber¬ 
als across the (Atlantic) re¬ 
gion tank a little bit,” said 
the CRA’s Don Mills. 

“It could have everything 
to do with the federal elec¬ 
tion and not that much to 


do with what’s happened 
locally.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter’s 
personal popularity re¬ 
bounded, placing first 
among preferred leaders of 
the province at 28 per cent. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie came 
second with 21 per cent, 
while the Liberals’ Stephen 
McNeil slipped from the 
top spot to third place at 20 
per cent. 

The survey was conduct¬ 
ed between May 9 and May 
30, interviewing 800 Nova 
Scotians of voting age. It 
has a margin of error of 3.5 
per cent.

O NATO unleashes most punishing 
airstrikes yet © Tripoli HQ a target 


Moammar Gadhafi stood 
defiant yesterday in the 
face of the heaviest and 
most punishing NATO 
airstrikes yet. 

“We will not kneel!” he 
shouted on Libyan state 
television as thunderous 
daylight attacks sent 
plumes of smoke billow¬ 
ing above his central 
Tripoli compound. 

The Libyan leader de¬ 
nounced NATO and the 
rebels challenging his 
rule. He vowed never to 
surrender. 

Alliance officials have 
warned for days they were 
increasing the intensity of 
their air campaign to oust 
Gadhafi after more than 
40 years in power. 

It couldn’t be con¬ 
firmed whether Gadhafi’s 
speech was a live phone 
call or an audio recording, 
but it appeared to take 
state TV by surprise. The 
sound was hastily adjust¬ 
ed to make it louder. 

“We will not surrender:

► Gadhafi was last seen in a 
brief appearance on state 
television in late May. 

► He has mostly been in hid¬ 
ing since NATO strikes in 
April targeted one of his 
homes. 

Libyan officials said one of 
his sons, Saif al-Arab, and 
three of his grandchildren 
were killed in that strike. 


We only have one choice 
— to the end! Death, vic¬ 
tory, it does not matter, 
we are not surrendering!” 
Gadhafi said. 

Highlighting his anger, 
he called the rebels “bas¬ 
tards.” 

As he spoke, reporters 
in Tripoli heard the 
whooshing sound of low- 
flying military craft again, 
followed by several explo¬ 
sions.

Outspoken ‘gay girl* blogger seized in Syria 


A Syrian-American lesbian 
blogger known for her 
frank posts about her sexu¬ 
ality and her open criti¬ 
cism of President Bashar 
Assad’s autocratic rule has 
been detained after weeks 
on the run in the Syrian 
capital, her cousin and an 
activist said yesterday. 


Amina Arraf wrote a 
blog called A Gay Girl in 
Damascus, a mixture of 
erotic prose and updates 
about Syria’s uprising. 

Her cousin, Rania Is¬ 
mail, said Arraf was last 
seen Monday being bun¬ 
dled into a car by three 
men in civilian clothes. 


“We are hoping she is 
simply in jail and nothing 
worse has happened to 
her,” Ismail wrote. 

She added that Arraf 
had previously sent her 
texts to post should some¬ 
thing happen to her, but 
she was holding off in 
hopes of hearing further 


word from her cousin. 

The day before she was 
detained, Arraf wrote on 
damascusgaygirl.blogspot. 
com: “I am complex, I am 
many things; I am an Arab, 
I am Syrian, I am a 
woman, I am queer, I am 
Muslim, I am binational, I 
am tall, I am too thin; my 


sect is Sunni, my clan is 
Omari, my tribe is 
Quraysh, my city is Damas¬ 
cus.” 

Since the uprising 
against Assad began in 
mid-March, a government 
crackdown has left about 
1,300 people dead and 
more than 10,000 de¬ 


tained, according to hu¬ 
man rights groups. 

Several activists who 
were briefly detained dur¬ 
ing the revolt said they 
were tortured, humiliated 
and forced to sign pledges 
to avoid anti-regime activi¬ 
ties.

The number of police-re- 
ported hate crimes in Cana¬ 
da increased 42 per cent in 
2009, according to a new 
study released yesterday. 

Canadian police services 
reported 1,473 hate crimes 
in 2009, up by 437 inci¬ 
dents. That came on the 
heels of a 35 per cent in¬ 
crease in 2008. 

Statistics Canada said 
the number of police-re- 
ported hate crimes motivat¬ 
ed by race or ethnicity, 
religion, and sexual orienta¬ 
tion all rose in 2009, espe¬ 
cially hate crimes 
motivated by religion at 55 
per cent. 

The number of racially 
motivated hate crimes was 
up 35 per cent, it said, 
while those motivated by 
sexual orientation went up

the study says. “Violent of¬ 
fences were particularly 
more common among hate 
crimes motivated by sexual 
orientation.” 

More than half (54 per 
cent) of police-reported 
hate crimes involved mis¬ 
chief offences, such as graf¬ 
fiti or vandalism, the study 
says. 

“Rates of hate crime 
tended to be highest among 
youth and young adults for 
both victims and accused,” 
it says. 

Four cities accounted for 
most of the increase in po¬ 
lice-reported hate crime, 
led by Ottawa, where the 
number of incidents in¬ 
creased by 83, Toronto (79), 
Kitchener-Cambridge- 
Waterloo (62) and Montreal

Shortly after Tammy Mar¬ 
quardt was sent to prison 
in 1995 in the death of her 
two-year-old son, she had 
the word “freedom” tat¬ 
tooed on her arm. 

But it wasn’t until yes¬ 
terday that she could truly 
say she was free. 

The Court of Appeal for 
Ontario quashed Mar¬ 
quardt’s second-degree 

murder conviction earlier 
this year, calling her a vic¬ 
tim of a miscarriage of jus¬ 
tice and ordering a new 
trial. But rather than pro¬ 
ceed with a new trial yes¬ 
terday, the Crown 
withdrew the charge be¬ 
cause of how much time 
had passed and the 
“flawed” evidence of the 
now notorious former

No mail mess — yet 

O Union puts off national walkout, local strikes go on 


Postal workers are consid¬ 
ering an escalation of their 
current round of rotating 
strikes but their union is 
still not waging a full¬ 
blown national walkout. 

Union leaders decided 
late yesterday that workers 
in Calgary and Edmonton 
will be off the job today, in 
the sixth day of rotating 
strikes. 

About 1,000 postal 
workers were on strike 
yesterday in Moncton, 
N.B., and Victoria and ear¬ 


lier strikes were held in 
Winnipeg, Hamilton and 
Montreal. 

A spokesperson for the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers said escalation 
was discussed but CUPW 
will continue the less dis¬ 
ruptive localized strikes 
for now. 

Canada Post said the 
strikes have already had a 
severe impact on its busi¬ 
ness, dropping mail vol¬ 
umes as much as 50 per 
cent since they began. 


“This decline in volume 
comes at a time when the 
company is already strug¬ 
gling to address significant 
business challenges,” the 
corporation said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“Canada Post does not 
understand why the Cana¬ 
dian Union of Postal Work¬ 
ers would willingly 
damage the business with 
strike action when the 
company has put a strong 
offer on the table.”

Nintendo introduced its 
new game console, the Wii 
U, at the Electronic Enter¬ 
tainment Expo in Los An¬ 
geles, Calif., yesterday. 

Its distinguishing fea¬ 
ture is a unique controller, 
which resembles a tablet 
computer. Users can play 
games on the TV, on the 
controller, or both. 

“It’s a new structure for 
home entertainment,” 
Reggie Fils-Aime, president 
and COO of the company’s 
North American division, 
told the crowd. 

Although the controller 
resembles a mobile device 


— and the Wii U itself is 
Internet ready — Fils-Aime 
cautioned that, “it was not 
designed to be a portable 
gaming machine, even 
though it shares some 
characteristics. The images 
displayed on the new con¬ 
troller are generated only 
by Wii U.” 

“Nintendo needed to 
differentiate themselves 
from their competition 
one more time, and 
they’re very far out of the 
box with this new con¬ 
troller,” Chris Kohler, gam¬ 
ing editor of Wired.com, 
told Metro. 


Fils-Aime displayed 
footage of New Super 
Mario Bros. Me and Lego 
City Stories. Other titles in¬ 
clude Batman: Arlcham 
City, a new Assassin’s 
Creed and EA Sports. 

The new product is key 
to Nintendo’s future. Al¬ 
though the original Wii 
has sold 86.7 million units 
worldwide (compared to 
54 million for Xbox and 
50.6 million for Playstation 
3), sales have lagged re¬ 
cently, with a reported 29 
per cent decline in rev¬ 
enue.

Vancouver housing costs 
could plummet: Report 


A new report suggests sky- 
high housing prices in Van¬ 
couver could fall more than 
21 per cent if foreign invest¬ 
ment ebbs or interest rates 
climb. 

The report from BMO 
Economics says overpriced 
homes in some Canadian 
cities, along with elevated 
household debt, suggest the 
real estate market is vulner¬ 
able to a correction — espe¬ 


cially in Vancouver. 

It says past housing cor¬ 
rections saw Vancouver 
home values fall an average 
of 21 per cent. Prices are 
even higher today, averag¬ 
ing $815,000 in April, mak¬ 
ing the market even more 
susceptible. 

The report says housing 
costs in Vancouver now eat 
up 11.2 times of median 
family income. The Canadi¬ 


an average is 5.1 times me¬ 
dian family income — a his¬ 
torically high level as 
average Canadian home 
prices have more than dou¬ 
bled in the past 10 years. 

BMO says current prices 
suggest that even a modest 
increase in interest rates 
will slow the market in 
coming years. Some trig¬ 
gers that could set off a 
broader collapse include a 


rapid rise in interest rates, a 
sharp increase in unem¬ 
ployment or a slowing of 
foreign investment. 

High home prices in 
Toronto also mean the 
country’s biggest city is like¬ 
ly poised for softer prices in 
the near term, fuelled by a 
rising supply of condos that 
could soon outstrip de¬ 
mand, leaving a glut on the 
market, the Canadian press 
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Asia growth to boost Ford sales 

Ford Motor Co. said yesterday it wants to expand its global sales by 50 per cent 
by the middle of this decade, mostly through growth in Asia.

r in case you haven’t heard, there’s a 
strike going on at the post office. It’s a 
| nice, polite, post-modern rotating strike 
that, so far, has touched lightly on small¬ 
er cities such as Victoria and Hamilton, 
but the posties could hit the bricks across 
the board and most of us would only no¬ 
tice a slight reduction in the amount of junk mail clut¬ 
tering our mailboxes. 

Snail mail is one of those vestiges, like the appendix, 
that is hanging around (literally, in the case of the 
appendix) but has an increasingly obscure purpose. 

Unless you’re one of those vestigial anachronisms 
who likes to pay bills by mail and fondle your 
paycheque for a few minutes before you sacrifice it to 

hungry creditors, you prob-

ably pay your bills on the 
Internet, get your pay via 
direct deposit and send 
emails to your relatives in 
Parry Sound, Ont. 

Even snail-mail 
Christmas cards are giving 
way to e-cards, which you 
can pick up on your laptop, 
iPad, PlayBoolc, 
smartphone, desktop, etc. 
Of course, you can’t mount 
them on the mantel, but in¬ 
terior decorators 
everywhere agree that’s a 
good thing. 

Snail mail has decreased by 17 per cent since 2006, 
says Canada Post, and, frankly, it’s surprising the drop 
isn’t greater. Must be all those vital fast-food coupons. 

So what is the union thinking? Why remind us that 
Canada Post employees, with no advanced educational 
requirements or experience, start at $24 per hour with 
three weeks’ holidays, retire with full pension at 55, and 
can bank sick days (what’s a sick day?), for being the 
workplace equivalent of the appendix? 

The siclc-day banking thing is particularly interesting. 
You could argue that sick days are a humane 
mechanism, but why should you get to keep them when 
you’re not sick? And turn them in for cash? At taxpayer 
expense? 

The sad truth is, if Canada Post had an appendectomy 
tomorrow, no one, except for those 50,000 people with 
nice jobs, would really suffer. It might take a couple of 
weeks to learn how to send money by email, pay Canada 
Revenue online, and transfer your holiday greetings to 
Faceboolc, but there is nothing that posties do that can’t 
be duplicated online or by private companies. 

Apparently, postal Armageddon is not arriving fast 
enough for the union, so as it teeters on the brink of ir¬ 
relevance, it has decided to go on strike, finish itself off, 
and leave no forwarding address. 

Return to sender. Just sayin’.

ROME. Global food prices 
fell slightly in May, but 
they will remain “at 
stubbornly high levels” 
for months to come, a 
UN agency said 
yesterday. 

The Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization said 
high and volatile prices 
can be expected the rest 
of this year and into 
2012, citing a decline in 
food stockpiles and 
modest production 
increases for most of the 
crops. 

Food prices dropped 
one per cent in May 
compared to the previ¬ 
ous month, but remain 
37 per cent above May 
2010, according to a 
price index released by 
the agency. It said lower 
cereal and sugar prices 
led to the decrease in 
the May index, 
offsetting increases in 
meat and dairy prices. 

The index hit an all- 
time high in February, 
raising fears of a repeat 
of the food crisis of 
2007-08, when high 
prices led to violence 
and political tensions in 
many parts of the world. 
Prices in March 
decreased, though 
experts warn they 
remain far too high for 
many poor 
communities.

When you think of Thai¬ 
land, you tend to think of 
endless white beaches, par¬ 
adise islands or hedonistic 
nightclubs, but this coun¬ 
try has another side — the 
jungly, adventurous north. 

Once a wild and lawless 
region, inhabited by drug 
barons and CIA agents, the 
province of Chiang Rai has 
had nearly two decades of 
sleepy peace, thanks to 


the efforts of the late 
Princess Mother, who edu¬ 
cated the locals about 
growing other crops as an 
alternative to opium. 

It’s now opening up to 
tourism, and a slow 
stream of holidaymakers 
is replacing the intrepid 
backpackers who used to 
be the only people brave 
enough to visit. 

At the veiy edge of the 
country, where Thailand, 
Myanmar and Laos con¬ 
verge in the swirling brown 
waters of the Mae Khong 


River, Chaing Rai is the per¬ 
fect place to get to know 
what rural Thai life is like. 

Spend a few days explor¬ 
ing the bottle green, undu¬ 
lating landscape — home 
to Alcha and Yao hilltribes, 
as well as a couple of rescue 
centres for elephants 
shipped in from the streets 
of Bangkok (book excur¬ 
sions with Alcha Hill House; 
00 66 88 9997 5505; from 
$39 per person). 

Then make for the 
sleepy village of Chiang 
Saen: it’s a charming intro¬ 


duction to eveiyday Thai 
life. See the frogs and chick¬ 
ens on sale in the market, 
ask a teenage boatman to 
row you along the border, 
and admire the gigantic 
Buddha that looks serenely 
over the water from its 
perch on the shore. 

It’s hard to believe now, 
but this city was once the 
capital of the powerful 
Lanna Kingdom. You can 
pay your respects in the 
ancient temple, Wat Che- 
di Luang, on the outskirts 
of town. 


Quick tips 

► Learn about the region’s 
grizzly past at the Hall of 
Opium, just outside Chi¬ 
ang Saen. This 
surprisingly balanced 
portrayal of the drugs 
trade includes both opi¬ 
um den recreations and a 
wall of famous people 
who became addicted to 
the drug (00 66 53 
784060 ; $ 10 ). 


► You can cross the border 
into Myanmar on a tour 
of the Golden Triangle — 
but don't forget to take 
your passport. 

► There are limited interna¬ 
tional flights to Chiang 
Rai airport. It’s easier to 
get a flight to Bangkok 
and pick up a low-cost 
flight from there: Air Asia 
(airasia.com) and Thai Air 
(thaiair.com) both run 
flights, from around $36 
each way.

When employers do hire 
interns and students, 
though, they should in¬ 
clude them in their teams 
for the long-run. 

Nothing is more frustrat¬ 
ing than putting in long 
hours and good ideas, and 
your employer refuses to 
see you as a long-term 
member of the team. 

I understand that interns 
cannot always be long-term 
employees. However, em¬ 
ployers should recognize 


that every new hire has the 
potential for long-term em¬ 
ployment if they prove 
they’re valuable. 

Students and recent 
grads have a different view 
of the world and bring com¬ 
pletely different ideas to 
the table. Allow them to be 
a part of your team and 
you’ll surely benefit. 

My recommendation for 
a similar situation is to gain 
the most experience out of 
the job, no matter the work 
environment. 

Summer internships are 
short, but you will always 
be able to leverage the ex¬ 
perience you gained for per¬ 
manent jobs in the future. 

When I was searching 
for a summer positions last 
summer, I applied to eveiy- 
thing! Even though I didn’t 
meet all the requirements 
posted, I explained my am¬ 
bition and desire to learn, 
and explained how I could 
be a valuable addition to 
the team.

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Tiger Woods pulled out of 
the U.S. Open yesterday be¬ 
cause of lingering issues 
with his left leg, leaving 
him uncertain how soon he 
can resume his pursuit of 
Jack Nicklaus’s record for 
major titles. 

It will be the first time 
Woods has missed the U.S. 
Open since 1994, when he 
had just graduated high 
school. 

“I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that I won’t be 
playing in the U.S. Open, 
but it’s time for me to listen 
to my doctors and focus on 
the ftiture,” Woods said on 
his website. “I was hopeful 
that I could play, but if I did, 
I risk further damage to my 
left leg. My knee and 
Achilles tendon are not ful¬ 
ly healed.” 

Woods said he hoped to 
be ready for the AT&T Na¬ 
tional, which starts June 30 
at Aronominlc, and the next 
two majors. Then again, he 
said two weeks ago he 
would do eveiything possi¬ 
ble to be ready for the U.S. 
Open, which is far more sig¬ 
nificant. 

“We’re very disappoint¬ 
ed that he won’t be playing 
in the National Open,” US- 
GA executive director Mike 
Davis said, whom Woods 
called yesterday morning. 
“He certainly brings excite¬ 
ment to the event. He’ll be 
missed, but the U.S. Open 
will go on. The event is big-

The Phoenix Coyotes 
have traded the negotiat¬ 
ing rights of free-agent 
goalie Ilya Bryzgalov to 
the Philadelphia Flyers 
for forward Matt Claclc- 
son, a third-round draft 
pick in 2012 and future 
considerations. 

The Coyotes had made 
Bryzgalov and defence- 
man Keith Yandle, a re¬ 
stricted free agent, their 
top priorities this off-sea¬ 
son. 

Negotiations with 
Bryzgalov broke down 
because the Russian 
goalie wanted to not only 


be a top-paid goalie in 
the NHL, but one of the 
top-paid players, accord¬ 
ing to an NHL official 
who requested anonymi¬ 
ty because he wasn’t au¬ 
thorized to release the 
information. 

The official also said 
the Coyotes do not in¬ 
tend to sign Claclcson 
when his contract ex¬ 
pires on June 30. 

“After several discus¬ 
sions with Ilya and his 
agent, it became very 
clear to us that we were 
not in a position to sign 
Ilya to a long-term con¬ 
tract,” Coyotes general 
manager Don Maloney 
said in a statement. “We 
will now focus our ef¬ 
forts on adding another 
goaltender to our roster 
for the upcoming sea¬ 
son.” 

A Vezina Trophy final¬ 
ist in 2009-10, Bryzgalov 


went 36-20-10 with a 2.48 
goals-against average and 
seven shutouts last sea¬ 
son, but had some shaky 
moments as Phoenix was 
swept from the playoffs 
by Detroit. 

Now Philadelphia will 
try to strike a deal with 
the 30-year-old goalie. 

“We’ll see what we 
can do,” Flyers general 
manager Paul Holmgren 
said. “He’s certainly not 
an old goaltender. We 
feel like he’s got a lot of 
good years left in him ... 
When you get into a ne¬ 
gotiation like this, you’re 
dealing with a salary cap 
and you try and get a 
number you can live 
with.”

He guided the Chicago 
Wolves to a pair of Turner 
Cup titles in the Interna¬ 
tional Hockey League as 
well as two Calder Cup 
championships 
(American Hockey 
League) before joining the 
Chicago Blaclchawks front 
office. 

He was part of the 
Chicago club that 
captured last year’s Stan¬ 
ley Cup. 

Cheveldayoff was a de¬ 
fenceman selected in the 
first round, 16th overall, 
by the New York Islanders 
in the 1988 NHL entry 
draft. 

He began his career 
with the AHL’s Capital 
District Islanders, serving 
as an assistant captain 
1991-’93. 

He had a similar role 
with the Salt Lake Golden 
Eagles in 1993-’94, earn¬ 
ing the team’s Unsung 
Hero Award.

Regardless of transmission, all XI s 
come with BMW’s patented xDrive 
permanent all-wheel-drive setup. 

The system splits the torque equally 
between the front and rear wheels un¬ 
der normal driving conditions, but 
when necessary can shift 100 per cent 
of the torque to whichever axle is driv¬ 
ing the tires with grip. 


To keep the starting price in low-$40,000 territo¬ 
ry, base XIs will be on the stark side, devoid of 
leather seats, fancy interior/exterior trim and a 
number of mechanical/safety features.

If you’ve been loitering out¬

O From EcoBoost to towing capacity, writer Justin Pritchard answers questions about the 2011 Ford pickup truck

The current F-150 in Ford 
showrooms isn’t entirely 
new at a glance — though 
an exciting new engine has 
recently found its way un¬ 
der the hood. 

Answering the call of 
shoppers after high-effi¬ 
ciency performance, the au¬ 
tomaker has recently fitted 
the F-150 with a sophisticat¬ 
ed new EcoBoost V6 engine 
as an alternative to a thirsti¬ 
er V8. 

Truck fans everywhere 
have questions about the 
new F-150 EcoBoost, so 
your writer took your ques¬ 
tions from Twitter, as well 
as in parking lots and traffic 
lights, and answered the 
most common. 


What is EcoBoost? 

EcoBoost is a new line of 
high-efficiency Ford en¬ 
gines that use turbocharg¬ 
ing and direct-injection 
technology to deliver the 
performance of a bigger en¬ 
gine with the fuel con¬ 
sumption of a smaller one. 

Case in point? 

The F-150 EcoBoost uses a 
3.5-litre, twin-turbo V6 in 
place of a larger V8 to deliv¬ 
er on-demand power and 
fantastic mileage.

Is it powerful? 

Yes. The boosted six puts 
out 365 horsepower and 
420 pounds feet of torque. 
That’s more than even the 
F-150’s new five-litre V8 — 
and peak torque is available 
from just 2,500 RPM, or 
about 2,000 RPM earlier 
than a comparable V8. 

That translates to fantas¬ 
tic throttle response — as 
well as a machine that’ll 


virtually tie even an F-150 
with Ford’s new 6.2-litre V8 
in a drag race. 

Will it lay a patch? 

Yes. A big, dirty one, if 
you’re so inclined. 

Can you hear the turbocharg¬ 
ers? 

Veiy, veiy faintly. In fact, 
this EcoBoost engine is real¬ 
ly quiet and smooth. If you 


like the sound effects and 
rumble of a V8, you won’t 
find them here. 

How does it feel towing a 
sailboat? 

The massive low-end 
torque and six-speed auto¬ 
matic make towing a 
breeze. 

On my watch, the tester 
pulled about 3,500 lbs of 
boat and trailer up and over 


hills effortlessly at 105 
km/h, often without down¬ 
shifting. 

Towing capacity peaks at 
over 11,000 lbs — depend¬ 
ing on the model you 
choose. 

Is it great on fuel? 

After about 2,000 kilome¬ 
tres of highway, city and 
trail driving, as well as a 
few hundred clicks of sail¬ 


boat hauling over hilly ter¬ 
rain, my observed test-aver¬ 
age landed at an impressive 
13.9L/100km of regular fu¬ 
el. 

It’s no Prius — but this 
torque beast towing-rig still 
managed to turn in mileage 
comparable to large, V6- 
powered family crossovers. 

How’s this fancy turbo engine 
going to stack up when it’s 10 
years old? 

Ford stresses that they put 
their EcoBoost engine 
through hell and back to 
ensure it will perform for 
the long run. 

They also worked with 
some of the industiy’s most 
recognized turbocharger 
suppliers to ensure durabil¬ 
ity standards were met. 

What F150 variants can I get 
the EcoBoost engine in? 

The EcoBoost V6 is avail¬ 
able on the F-150’s XL trim 
level and higher — with an 
entiy model XL 4x2 Eco¬ 
Boost Regular Cab coming 
in around $24,000. 

The loaded Platinum 
tester came in at well be¬ 
yond double that figure.

What Owners Dislike 
Common complaints of the 
Odyssey include higher- 
than-expected wind and 
road noise at speed, some 
low-budget interior trim 
and small arm rests for 
front-seat passengers. Some 
owners report a low front 
end, which could get 
crunched on curbs and 
steep driveways. 


Common Issues 

Start a test-drive with a full 
check of the power sliding 
doors (if equipped) and tail¬ 
gate for proper operation. 
Power sliding doors should 
open fully and smoothly, 
and the tailgate should re¬ 
main open without any 
help. If that’s not the case, 
the gas struts could be in 
need of replacement. 

Note that power sliding 
doors in virtually all mini- 
vans will eventually fail and 
require expensive repair. 


Skip them if possible. 

Kill the radio and drive 
the Odyssey gently up to 
highway speeds, noting any 
hesitation or “shuddering” 
from the transmission in 
the process. 

Many owners have no¬ 
ticed some form of vibra¬ 
tion or “stuttering” from 
the transmission, and some 
have had torque converters 
or transmission mounts re¬ 
placed as a fix. 

If the transmission in the 
Odyssey you’re considering 


makes any unwelcomed 
noises or vibrations, be sure 
to have it looked at by a 
Honda-trained mechanic. 

Ensure the Odyssey’s 
steering operates smoothly, 
easily and without any un¬ 
welcomed vibration or 
“pulling.” Numerous own¬ 
ers have reported steering- 
related issues that could be 
caused by a failing or faulty 
power-steering pump. 

The Verdict 

Common last-generation 
Odyssey issues are well-doc¬ 
umented and should be 
easy to detect and repair for 
any Honda mechanic. 

Most shoppers agree that 
Odyssey’s comfort levels, 
high-resale values and rela¬ 
tive fuel efficiency should 
outweigh the potential 
issues.

Hands up if you enjoy 
taking your car in for 
service? I see only one 
hand up, and it's not 
in a very polite config¬ 
uration, what with the 
middle finger so 
prominent... 

O K, so we’ve 
established 
that getting 
your car fixed 
is not gener¬ 
ally a pleasur¬ 
able activity. 

I think most of our dis¬ 
pleasure stems from it be¬ 
ing an expense and/or 
time-waster you wish you 
didn’t have, and not a pos¬ 
itive, or exciting purchase 
activity — like getting a 
new flat-screen TV, or go¬ 
ing out for dinner at The 
Hungry Heifer. 

So even if the repair 


shop does everything per¬ 
fectly, chances are you’re 
leaving somewhat 
disgruntled, because of 
that dent on your charge 
card. 

In my case, if I didn’t 
have to shell out every 
time I took a vehicle to a 
repair shop, I’d probably 
do it at least once a week. 

I love talking to and 
watching mechanics, and 
having something mend¬ 
ed, maintained, or upgrad¬ 
ed on one of our vehicles. 

But I have my limits. 

Like anybody, I’ve expe¬ 
rienced my share of misdi¬ 
agnosed repairs and their 
subsequent misery. 

But they are not at the 
top of my list of repair 
shop turn-offs, because 
those are generally honest 
mistakes, made by people 
working on the sharp end 
of trying to right malfunc¬ 
tioning technology. 

Reminds me of the 
sticker on my father’s tool¬ 
box that read: “The man 
who makes no mistakes 
does not usually make any¬ 
thing.” 

No, topping my list of 
repair shop turn-offs is the 
waiting room. 

Some shops and practi¬ 
cally all new-car 


dealerships don’t like you 
bugging the mechanics 
while they work — and 
who can blame them? 

So you must sit in this 
weird “living room” type 
area somewhere in the 
shop. 

But it’s like a living 
room in an alternative uni¬ 
verse, where you can’t 
leave until someone in 
charge lets you leave, and 
you can’t change the 
stations on the TV, even if 
it’s ShamWow, Oprah, or 
General Hospital. 

If it’s General Hospital, 
your aggravation is even 


exasperated, because, as a 
very irregular viewer you 
don’t know any baclc-stoiy, 
like why Dr. Lainey 
Winters is so currently 
peeved at Dr. Matt Hunter. 

Actually I lied. 

The one-channel 
waiting room is really just 
the runner-up on my list of 
repair shop turn-offs. 

The one right at the top 
is irrational pricing for 
switching tires around. 

This spring a dealership 
charged me $49 to take my 
snow tires off and put my 
summer tires on (the latter 
already on their own, dedi¬ 


cated rims). But this same 
dealership charges only 
$19.95 for a tire rotation — 
essentially the same 
amount of work, and work 
that doesn’t even need to 
be done by a licensed tech¬ 
nician. 

When I questioned the 
service advisor about this 
weirdness, she 
sympathized, but said her 
hands were tied. And this 
is not an uncommon pric¬ 
ing strategy among tire 
and repair shops. 

The main reason I took 
the car to this dealership 
was to find out why the 
“Check Engine” light was 
on. I threw the summer 
tires in the car at the last 
minute, knowing they’d 
charge me a bit more than 
other places, but it would 
save me a trip. 

The “Check Engine” 
part of the work order they 
did brilliantly. Got the car 
in quick. Explained every¬ 
thing they did. Charged 
not a cent over what they 
quoted. 

But the prevailing feel¬ 
ing I had as I drove away 
was that they “got” me on 
the tire thing. 

And that Dr. Matt 
Hunter is probably not a 
stand-up guy.

gap is with flexible-fuel ve¬ 
hicles, capable of running 
on gasoline, ethanol blends, 
or a combination of the 
two. 

Several automakers offer 
flex-fuel engines that ac¬ 
cept E85 — a blend of 85 
per cent ethanol and 15 per 
cent gasoline. They work 
the same way as regular 
gasoline engines, but have 
special features to deal with 
E85’s unique properties. 
Flex-fuel vehicles are usual¬ 
ly identified by a badge and 
a yellow fuel filler cap. 

“E85 is a little more cor¬ 
rosive than gasoline, so all 
the materials that fuel 
touches has to be designed 
for that corrosion,” says 
Phil Petsinis, manager of 
government relations for 
General Motors of Canada. 

“The other key factor is 
that ethanol has about a 
third less energy per litre 
than gasoline, so you have 
to flow more fuel to create 
the same amount of ener¬ 
gy*” 



To handle corrosion, 
flex-fuel vehicles have fuel 
tanks, fuel lines, injectors 
and other components that 
can stand up to the fuel. 
These are usually made of 
steel with higher nickel 
content, Petsinis says. 

Since ethanol burns 
slightly hotter, the valve 
seats in the engine are 
harder. A flex-fuel engine 
also uses higher-capacity fu¬ 
el injectors and fuel pump 
to compensate for ethanol’s 
lower energy density. These 
have to adjust the amount 
of fuel they pump depend¬ 


ing on what’s in the tank. 

“Back in the 1990s and 
2000s, we used an inline fu¬ 
el sensor,” Petsinis says. 

“It put a micro-current 
through the fuel and could 
tell the resistance differ¬ 
ence between gas and 
ethanol. 

“These were expensive 
components. Today... we’ve 
been able to eliminate that 
component. By understand¬ 
ing the exhaust emissions, 
we can interpret what that 
engine is ‘seeing’ by using 
other sensors that exist in 
the vehicle.”
